In granting a renewal of whisky li- 
censes council has insisted that there 
shall be no more bars at which both ne- 
grogs atq whites can drink. It has 
passed a rule that there shall be ro 
chairs or tables in saloons and no per- 
sons shall be allowed to Witer in them. 

The streets upon which most of the 
saloons have been closed are Decatur, 
Peters and Marietta. Only a few have 
been closed that were in the center oi 
the city, and they+-were on Decatur 
street. 

As most of the saloons closed were for 
the retailing of beer the loss to the city 
ia the matter of licenses will not be as 
great as at first supposed. There will 
be a loss for the balance of this year of 
about $5,000 or $6,000. The logs for 
next year will be between $15,000 and 
$20,000. 

The city council through its special 
committee took hdld of the matter in 
earnest and worked hard for several days. 
I: was believeq that the time had come 
t> clean up the city and some of the so- 
called dives had to go. 

Before the crusade against the dives 
“was begun by council, there were 119 
licensed whisky saloons, 35 beer. saloons 
and 27 wholesale houses in the city. 
Thirty-six Licenses Refused in All.

The Income Tax. 

The intricate and multifarious na- 
tional problems which have risen in 
the marvelous commercial and indus- 
trial development of this country with 
the concomitant of gigantic corporate 
and individual] wealth have brought in 
their train a discussion of remedies 
and quasi-solutions as numerous and 
complicated as the conditions they 
purport to reach. In the winnowing 
process to which level-headed public 
sentiment is subjecting these offer- 
ings, one of them stands out as con- 
spicuously recommending itself to the 
approval of the conservative thinker. 
That is— 

The income tax. 

It is by no means a novel proposi- 
tion. Congress years ago embodied 
its principle into a law which was 
given practical enforcement. The his- 
tory of that law before the supreme 
court is familiar and not at all credit- 
able to that exalted tributal. It was 
declared unconstitutional by a sud- 
denly and mysteriously reversed de- 
cision—a development which must 
ever leave the memory of at least one 
of the personnel of the bench as then 
constituted in.- bad odor with the 
American citizen who would prefer 
that his conception of the incorrupti- 
bility of the court of last resort 
should remain an untarnished one, 

If the people of this country have 
caught any significance whatever in 
the evolution and the disclosures of 
the last few years, it is one which 
points to the immovable conviction 
that wealth, corporate and individual, 
should bear its proportionate share of 
the expense of the government. The 
measure of this proportion is found in 
the earning capacity of the particular 
accumulation of wealth under discus- 
sion. Given—for example—two in- 
vestments that, superficially at Jeast, 
represent the same sum—$10,000. 
Let us assume that investment A re- 
turns an average, legitimate dividend 
on the principal. Let us assume that 
investment B returns an abnormal 
dividend on identically the same cap- 
italization. The disparity is frequent 
enough and obvious enough in actua! 
happening to justify the illustration. 

Now is it just or equatible that the 
individual or corporation pocketing 
an abnormal increment should be let 
off with the same tribute to the pub- 
lic coffers as the individual or cor- 
poration drawing only a normal, av- 
erage dividend? The proposition is 
branded by. its own absurdity. 

We do not say that the law. already 
declared unconstitutional would meet 
the conditions of today. They have 
taken on a radically changed aspect, 
in even that relatively brief interval. 

This fact would, undoubtedly, ne- 
cessitate the framing of a new meas- 
ure to meet the new situation and to 
anticipate as far as lies in human 
foresight the developments of the fu- 
ture. 

What we do insist upon Is the abso- 
lute justice of the principle of an in- 
come tex, applicable to wealth in fts 
abstrac. or concrete forms. It ap- 
peals to reason as the only legal and 
ethical means of reaching the prob- 
lem of enormous money accumula- 
tions—whether in the guise of stocks, 
railways, insurance, corporations of 
all complexions and the individual for- 
tune. Compel these various entities 
to pay a commensurate tax on their 
demonstrated gross income. 

Any other procedure amounts, virtu- 
ally, to saddiing the weak with the 
burdens of the strong man, and the 
strong man with a burden of which 
he is scarcely conscious. It is, in. the 
basic analysis, a flat repudiation of

If 
The «Constitution has published one 
editorial on this subject in the past 
it has published hundreds—and our 
purpose is to continue to contribute 
the influence of this paper, with added 
emphasis, until a supreme-court-proof 
income tax law is one of the estab- 
lished institutions of this country. 

It is demanded by the logic of past 
and current events—it is supported 
by every human and legal principle 
of right and justice—it is demanded 
by an aroused and intelligent national] 
suffrage. It is an issue of the future 
—the IMMEDIATBH FUTURE—and it 
is not difficult to foresee that it is 
soon to be vitalized into a practical 
law, equalizing burdens now most un- 
justly distributed. 


A Railroad to Hudson Bay. 

Continental development is proceed- 
ing with rapidity these days, and the 
Canadians are _ actively 
proving that their country is good for 
something else than a summer resort 
of American fishermen. 

So rapidly are the Canadians going 
to work to make the most of their 
territory that it is difficult to keep 
in line with-all that is going on there, 
and there will be doubtless many 
Americans surprised to learn that a 
railroad to connect Hudson’s bay with 
the interior will be completed within 
two years. 

People generally are accustomed, 
says The Boston Herald, to think of 
Hudson bay as a far northern arm of 
the sea, of no possible advantage in 
ocean commerce. 


60 degrees—that is, in the latitude of 
southern Greenland. What we have 
read of the old Hudson Bay Company, 
which dealt chiefly in furs, confirms 
this idea. But work has actively been 
begun on a railroad to connect the 
great wheat producing province of 
Manitoba with Fort Churchill, on the 
west shore of the bay. This road will 
be 600 miles long and penetrate a 
country rich in coal, iron and other 
minerals, and covered with valuable 
timber. 

The design is to make Fort Church- 
ill the port of a line of steamers 
running direct to Liverpool, chiefly 
for carrying the wheat of Canada to 
the English market, avoiding the ex- 
pensive overland rail routes to_other 
Canadian or United States ports. All 
freight carrying by this route will 
have to be done in four months of 
the year—July, August, September 
and October. It should be said, also, 
that the water route will be much 
shorter than any other. 

. It is expected that the new railroad, 

which will encounter no ‘serious en- 
gineering difficulties, will be com- 
pleted in time for shipment of the 
wheat crop of 1908.

“The 
Past as a Problem Solver,” was histor- 
ically accurate. Its summary of condi- 
tiéns before ang since the war fills with 
pathos those who are personally familiar 
‘with the relations between whites and 
blacks then and now.. 

As you say, the. problem exists, ana 
must be solved by southern people. One 
of the chapters in Bishop Haygood’s 
-“Qur Brother in Black,’ published a gen- 
eration ago, is entitled “Here ‘To Stay.” 
The négroes are here to stay. They 
cannot be expatriated willingly or for-i- 
bly. A few thousands will drift north 
and west, but the millions will remain 
where they nuw are. The south alone 
mest face and settle the proglem, or be 


destroyed by it. ° 


The races have been constantly growing 


apart. The centrifugal force of recon- 
struction hurled us far from the mutual 
friendship and confidence of ante-belfum 
relations. A racial prejudice, if not an- 
tagoniam, has developed. Meeting on 
street cars, on the streets. In stores, each 
thinks of the other, “I don’t want you 
about. I would knock you out of sight, 
if I dared.” This is a bald statement of 
fact. If true, tt means that the condi- 
tion is an armistice that may be broken 
at any time. If broken, the results are 
too disastrous to contemplate. One race 
will be annihilated, but at what cost ft) 
the other! Tnis is pessimistic, but hon- 
esty admits that the black shadow 
threatens a social and civic hurricane. 

What is the remedy? Ante-bellum re- 
lations cannot be reestablished. Then 
the system was patriarchal. Negroes 
were treated, supported and governed as 
children, and, in general, they obeyed 
and trusted their masters as children 
their parents. The conartions now are 238 
different as the east ts from the west. 
The sword: of Grant at Appomattox wrote 
fa letters of blood that the patriarchal 
dispensation must give way to the dic- 
tum that all men are created free and 
equal. The blacks hoped and the whites 
feared that this meant social, while it 
meant legal, equality. This specter of 
sccial equality has cast its gigantic shad- 
ow upon both races, and they have fled 
from it, each with hagd on sword. 

Ignorant, but well-intentioned, northern 
philanthropists have done much evil ia 
firing the hopes of the Ddlacks and. thea 
fears of the white, to say nothing of 
the office-holding demons of.the carpe-t- 
bag regime, the negroes thought that 
their white teachers meant social equal- 
ity, and we considered such teachers as 
‘no better than niggers,’’ and treated 
them with contemptuous neglect. To this 
day this attitude keeps our best people 
out of black schools. When, years ago, 
De. Morgan CaJoway left Emory college to 
become (president of Payne Institute, at 
Augusta, he was considered almost 4 
martyr, and it was questioned if he 
would not lose his social standing. Two 
years ago it was alleged that a promi- 
nent woman teacher in a state normal 
school advised graduates to attend negro 
summer normals, both as practice and 
as helping the inferior race. A storm 
arose, hysterical writers rushed into 
print, the woman, although of one f 
the best Virginia families, was consid- 
ered a negrophile in disguise, and the 
trustees ‘sat’’ on the case and issued a 
solemn defense. I once lectured at a 
negro church on family life. <A friend 
said, “You will compromise yourselif.’’

and personal morals.” 

The remedy has several ingredients. 
The negro must recognize four facts: 

1. That he belongs to an inferior race. 


God so ordains it, and nothing can 
change it. The color is the badge, but 
not the cause, of inferiority. 

2. That, like the Gibeonites, he must 

ever be a hewer of wood and a drawer 
of water. Uncounted millions of whites 
in Asia, Burope and America, will always 
b» day laborers. 
. 3. That social equality is, as you sav, 
impossible, ‘a phantom to be, resolutely 
and forever, banisheg from his imagina3- 
tion,’’ 

4. That he will be protected by the 
white man only as he conforms to the 
above inevitable laws. These laws, 
whether natural or enacted by the mhite 
man, are irrepealable even by the armies 
of the world.

On their part, the whites must, as you 
Say, ‘coptrol by influence.” We must 
not taboo those who as teachers and 
preachers are willing to help solve the 
problem, Your argument is unanswera- 
ble that it is foolish. to send white mis- 
sicnaries to unenlightened Africans in 
their native jungles, “if the negro, at our 
very elbow, with the advantage of 42 
century association with our ideals, is 
hopelessly incapacitated for seal religion 
and has no native soil in which to plant 
the seeds of genuine morality.” 

We must give exact justice to the 
black man.- The policeman, the strest 
car conductor, the passenger, the man+ 
on the street, shoulg be no more rude 
(as they are) to the negro than to the 
white man. These are legal and not 80- 
¢lal rights. It is brutal for a giant to 
kick a dwarf, and for a superior wan- 
tonly to oppress an inferior. Huw much 
blame rests on us for our unjust use of 
the social power. 

O, it is excellent 
To have a giant’s strength, but it is 
tyrannous 
To use it as a giant! 

The negro preachers, teachers, lawyers, 
doctors, merchants, writers—representa- 
tive men and momen—must realize that 
kindness from white to black, that a dip- 
ploma from a wniversity, that a fortune 
in money, do not and cannot open doors 
to the white man’s home; they must 
recognize barriers, whether erected by 
God or man; that cannot be thrown 
dcewn; they must stand as stone walls 
again even the ambitions of their 
people, unless these aspirationg are legit- 
imate and founded in hopes that are pos- 
sible of fruition. By example, by pre- 
cept, by reproof, by encouragement, by 
prayer rising like “a fountgin night an4 
day,’’ the leaders of the black race must 
constrain their fellows to realize their 
conditions, accept and imiprove them, 
and ever cling to the representative 
southern white man as their best friend. 

I believe that the Christianity of the 
south is_ the purest in the world. On 
a church in Honelulu, erected ‘by con- 
verts from the worst heathenism, is the 
motto, “The life of the land is preserved 
by righteousness.”’ If our churches, in 
their influence Oh schools, on the press, 
on social customs, cannot solve the prob- 
lem, it will never be solved. Our white 
churches have been remiss, and like the 
priest and the Levite, 
the other side. On the monument to the 
Methodist bishop Capers, of South Caro- 
lira, are the words, “Founder of Missions 
ty the Slave."” If southern white Chris- 
tlans are willing to be the good Samarita. 
t> the negro, wounded by hereditary and 
modern conditions, he will be cured ana 
developed. not into a white man nor the 
white man's equal and rival, but into a 
healthy, happy, useful, “sane and safe” 
negro. 

The captain of the ship that, In 1807, 
bore Robert Morrison, the first American 
missionary to China, said to him as the 
shores of that country lifted themselves 
above the horizon, “Dr. Morrison, do 
you expect to make any impression on 
the three hundred millions of heathen 
Chinese?” ‘“‘No,’’ answered Dr. Morrison, 
“1 cannot, but God can!” Nevertheless, 
we are God's agents, and if we live close 
to him and do our duty, we shall solve 
the problem to his glory ang to the best 
interests both of white and black.

Executive Committee—Simon N. Jones, 
Kentucky; Thomas H. Potts, Pennsyl- 
vania;: Jacob Diner, New York; M. T, 
Breslin, Louisiana; William H. Wheeler, 
Massachusetts; Edward Williams, Wis- 
consin. 

It was .recommended that the incom- 
ing executive committee select Simon N. 
Jones as chairman.
